THE RACE QUESTION AGAIN. 
Commentators on President Harding s speech at Binning- , 
ham believe this was an attempt to make the race question 
a national instead of a sectional issue. If such were his idea, 
we hope he will succeed. The difficulty against tne two races 
living peacefully in the same section is due to two things. 
In the first place, the negroes have been told by northern 
radicals that they should strive for social and racial equality. 
President Harding tried to offset this evil teaching for he 
said the blacks must recognize ‘ the absolute divergence of 
the races in things social and racial.” Most ot the intelligent 
negroes of the South, particularly, have reached the conclus­ 
ion that social equality is impossible. 
Another thing that has made the race question worse is 
the illegal mixing of the races. About the lowest of all being' 
is a man whose skin is white and who Will 
cuss niggers 
and 
then associate with negro women. And oftentimes it is such 
cattle who are first to excite race prejudice and race wars. 
What is the remedy for the evils? It is national in scope 
but must be solved locally. Calm and thoughtful judgment 
should alw ays prevail. White men who are not respective 
enough to respect color lines in every way should be madi 
to respect them. If it takes a Ku Klux to enforce the decree, 
then let us have the Flan.

FREIGHT RATES MUST DROP. 
Of course business will be better next year: that goes 
without saying. The degree of improvement, however, will 
depend greatly upon the amount of reduction in freight rates. 
High freight rates are probably doing more now than all otVu r 
fortes to hold back business. The railroads are not doing the 
business they ought to be doing, simply because the rates are 
so high they prohibit the transportation of much produce. 
The freight on a car of shingles from the state of VV ash- 
ington to Ada is $436. On a car of lumber from the forests in 
Louisa na the freight is $226. On some scrap iron which Wil­ 
liam Gilbert is shipping here from southeastern Oklahoma 
to be manufactured and then sent back, the freight one way 
is as much as the cost of iron. This means that Mr. Gilbert 
must figure his prices on these exhorbitant freight rates. It is 
difficult to get business on such a basis. 
The freight on a car of print paper shipped to the News 
from the state of Washington some time back was $655. It 
is only a little less from the mills in Minnesota. We do not 
know what the rate on coal is, but the people of western 
Oklahoma would have to pay a big price for coal, even if it 
wero given to them at the mines. 
We should like to see passenger fares come down, bur 
passenger fares do not touch every ore so vitally as freight 
rates. The freight rates are taking money from the channels 
of trade and from the coffers of the poor.
